w’ere killed in Adams county. Many 
local sportsmen feel that the open 
doe season last year was respon­ 
sible for the few deer remaining in 
the mountains this fall. 
In 1930, a 
normal year. 140 deer were killed.. 
Fewer sportsmen than any season 
in recent years were in 
the South 
Mountains, west of here, in search 
of deer, and the kill was correspond­ 
ingly smaller than ever before. 
Few Illegal Kills 
Likewise, fewer illegal deer have 
been killed aud fewer prosecutions 
have been made, Mr. Bushman said. 
As far as can be learned, only one 
Adams county 
camp 
bagged

“A TRAVELLER IN LITTLE T H IN G S ” 


•THIOSE who have never dipped into the reservoir of beauty and infor- 
» 
mation. left by the lovable W. H. Hudson, can begin on no better 
book of his than the one entitled: “A Traveller in Little Things." 
It is interesting to know where, and how, he got his title. Hudson 
was stopping at a Commercial hotel in the city of Bristol, England, upon 
a time. Coming into the empty coffee-room, next morning, he was soon 
joined by a stranger—“an intensely respectable-looking old gentleman, 
whose hair was of silvery whiteness, and who wore gold-rimmed spectacles 
and a heavy gold watch-chain with many seals attached thereto." 
In 
other ways he suggested the gentleman of culture and aristocratic mien. 
Conversation was entered into by the two, and after the elderly gen­ 
tleman had talked about many things, his curiosity was aroused as to the 
line of his companion, admitting at the same time, that he knew very 
little about the topic of last conversation—agriculture, and of workers in 
the small towns and upon the farms. **I perceive,*’ he went on, "that you 
know a great deal more about the matter than I do, and I will now' tell 
you why you know more. You are a traveller in little things!” And so he 
was—but the little things that Hudson travelled in are of immense in­ 
terest to aTl the world. 
Take some of Hudson’s titles from the book, for instance: "Dimples.” 
"A Surrey Village," ‘ Little Girls I Have Met." "The Story of a Skull.” 
"Freckles." "The Story of a Walnut.” "Wasps and Me.” "Dandy: A Story 
of a Dog." The little things always interested Hudson. 
Hudson wrote another charming book called A Little Boy Lost." In 
the copy that I own there is this inscription, in Hudson's own hand­ 
writing: To—a small boy of eight, if you know such a one. With the 
compliments of The Author." 
If we were all travellers in little things, we would be so much hap­ 
pier. 
Too many of us want to be world travellers, and to take in the big 
tlungjw-losing the charm and beauty that rest largely in the little things 
along the way.

Atlanta, Dec. 15 (A P )—Nearly 150 
persons, twenty of them children 
from an orphans’ home, surrounded 
by flood waters, were hastily evacu­ 
ated by boat from low-lying sec­ 
tions on the western side of Rome, 
Georgia, as 
waters swollen by 
a 
week-end of torrential rain flooded 
about ninety city blocks there and 
carried a 
threat of 
areas down­ 
stream. 
Major W. A. Patton, in charge of 
the central relief headquarters at 
Rome, said the condition was “ al­ 
ready serious and will become really 
bad lf the rivers keep rising.” 
Half a dozen north Georgia high­ 
ways were blocked 
by the rising 
waters, as were routes near some 
of 
the 
Alabama 
and 
Mississippi 
streams, and 
weather 
forecasters 
said low lands around Montgomery, 
Alabama, might be under water. 
Rain continued in the northwest 
Georgia and north central Alabama 
territory drained by the raging riv­ 
ers, adding to the flood threat, and 
weather bureaus hare and at Mont­ 
gomery said no end to the rainfall 
was in immediate prospect. 
Four of the children taken from 
the Open Door orphanage were suf­ 
fering from influenza. 
The rescue 
crews, made 
up of American Le­ 
gion volunteers, bundled them 
in 
blankets for the boat ride of nearly 
400 
yards
